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Council Addresses Growth 
Issues At Greenbelt Station

As Greenbelt Station (GS) has 
begun to reach fruition in terms 
of development and population, 
several issues have come into 
sharper relief. Some of these 
were discussed at a city council 
worksession on December 11 at 
the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center. 

Insufficient parking was the 
evening’s major item for discus- 
sion. City Planner Terri Hruby 
gave an update on city staff’s 


feasibility study of making North 
and South Center Drive a one- 
way Street, a change that would 
provide spaces on both sides of 
the street. This plan would create 
34 more parking spaces. So far, 
parallel parking 1s the goal, but 
Hruby said that staff is still open 
to other options. 

While a number of GS homes 
are equipped with garages, some 
are being used more for storage 
than parking. This means more 
use of street parking, which ex- 
acerbates the problem. As garages

Cherrywood Housing Plan 
Under Review by the City

Representatives of the NRP 
Group LLC brought their detailed 
site plan (DSP) for their Green- 
belt Metro housing development 
before the Greenbelt City Council 
at a worksession on December 2. 
Council reception to the proposal 
in 2018 was positive and includ- 
ed the retention of a retail com- 
ponent, though that turned out 
not to be economically feasible. 

NRP employees Josh 
Wooldridge, Joseph Torg and 
Karl Alt represented the com- 
pany. Attorney Matthew Tedesco 
also represented NRP through his 
Greenbelt-based law firm McNa- 
mee Hosea. 

City planning staff Judith 
Howerton and Terri Hruby joined 
councilmembers at the meeting. 

The DSP was analyzed by 
the council, Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board, GreenACES 


and the Advisory Planning Board 
(APB). 

The development would con- 
sist of two five-story apartment 
buildings, housing 354 residential 
units, along with an amenities 
facility. The location is planned 
for the Capital Office Park at 
the intersection of Cherrywood 
Lane and Ivy Lane, over a 15.89 
total acre area. It would have a 
multi-family focus and provide 
studio and one-, two- and three- 
bedroom apartments. The amenity 
building would house a leasing 
and administrative office, a busi- 
ness/conference center, package 
concierge, wellness/fitness cen- 
ter, indoor social/entertainment 
spaces, pool with deck and locker 
rooms, outdoor grilling stations, 
fire pit and social areas. Other

City Council Discusses Police

In late September, council 
held a worksession with the For- 
est Preserve Advisory Board 
about proposed changes to the 
Forest Preserve Article of the 
Greenbelt City Code and the For- 
est Preserve Stewardship Guide- 
lines. The changes include ad- 
ditional language and definitions 
for more clarity, more examples 
and maps. Since then, an or- 
dinance was drafted, and the

Flu Spread Means No Town 
Santa, Epidemic Cripples Staff 


The following are excerpts 
from an article published in the 
December 17, 1943 Greenbelt 
Cooperator, the precursor paper 
to the News Review. 

Greenbelt will not have a 
community Santa Claus this year, 
it was announced this week and 
the blame was laid on the flu 
epidemic. Acting on the advice 
of public health director, Dr. Wil- 
liam Eisner, Consumers Services 
officials decided that Santa Claus 
would attract crowds of young- 
sters and thus add to the danger 
of spreading the flu germs. 

Plenty of Christmas trees 


will be available, Thomas Rick- 
er, GCS (Greenbelt Consumer 
Services) general manager, an- 
nounced. 

Twenty-two GCS employees 
have been stricken with the flu or 
grippe and it has taken all hands 
to keep things moving. That’s the 
score for last week. 

The Christmas bonus plan for 
GCS employees, voted at the last 
membership meeting, 1s in the 
hands of the War Labor Board

Environmental Impact 
Of BEP Supply Trucks 


A Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing (BEP) production facility 
on the Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center will create severe 
negative environmental impacts 
from the BEP supply trucks. The 
impact will arise from exhaust 
pollution of the air and oil spill- 
age into local water systems. The 
truck headlights, exhaust and 
noise will negatively disrupt local 
wildlife and plants. 

Other significant environmen- 
tal consequences of the BEP 
trucks impact the surrounding 
transportation system. What 
streets will the trucks use to get 
to I-95? Such traffic will dam- 
age roads not designed for heavy 
truck traffic. What is the maxi- 
mum allowable length in feet of 
the tractor-trailers that BEP plans 
to use? Surrounding jurisdictions 
may have to ban BEP trucks 
from their streets to avoid bank- 
ruptcy due to road maintenance 
costs. Trucks are already banned 
from the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. 

Will BEP trucks carrying 
printed currency require a police 
escort and the temporary closure 
of the roads that these trucks 
travel on? 

Existing roads cannot handle 
the BEP truck traffic. Does BEP 
plan to build new super highways

Helium? No Problem 

This letter is in reference to 
Patricia Heil’s September 5 letter 
(Maglev runs on helium) about 
a current shortage of helium in 
the U.S., which the proposed 
SCMaglev would need for cool- 
ing its superconducting magnets. 
She is generally correct that there 
has been a shortage of helium 
produced. 

I attended the Prince George’s 
County chapter of the NAACP 
meeting last Thursday, Decem- 
ber 12, where representatives of 
Northeast Maglev presented up- 
dated information on the project. 
After the meeting I got clarifica- 
tion from one of the representa- 
tives on the helium issue. For 
years the U.S. maintained the 
world’s largest stockpile of he- 
lium and provided roughly 75 
percent of the world’s supply. In 
1996 Congress moved to priva- 
tize the supply, mandating it be 
sold off. They expected private 
industry to pick up production (a 
byproduct of natural gas produc- 
tion) and allow market forces to 
dictate the price and supply. 

In terms of the SCMaglev 
and its use of helium, the recent 
shortage is not a concern. First, 
market forces (supply/demand) 
will level out. Second, helium 
used to cool the SCMaglev mag- 
nets 1s maintained within a closed 
system. It’s recycled and reused 
with no loss into the atmosphere, 
sO no recurring consumption. 
Third, Japan Central Rail — SC-

Maglev is modeled after their 
technology — has been continu- 
ing research on development of 
high temperature superconduct- 
ing magnets for use on its high 
speed trains, which includes using 
liquid nitrogen and other cooling 
methods. 

My impression is that a slight 
helium shortage is not a serious 
concern.

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Co-op Asks Patrons to Help 
Boost the Store’s Bottom Line 


The Co-op grocery store is 
rolling out a short-term donation 
campaign at its checkout lines, 
where shoppers can give an extra 
$1, $3 or $5 to boost the store’s 
bottom line. 

As was previously reported, 
the store has suffered its worst 
financial year yet and is work- 
ing to find ways to improve 
its finances.

“The curbside pickup service will 
allow us to extend that courtesy a 
little further.” 

Other initiatives are also un- 
derway to improve offerings and 
service, to scrutinize finances to 
find more savings and to increase 
community awareness of our 
Store. 

“We need to keep our reserve 
funds safe,” said Co-op board 
president Bill Jones. He sees this 
fundraiser as one way to keep 
the store healthy through the next 
few months.

Changes to the school schedule 
greatly impact families and the 
goal is to inform the public of 
delays and closures with as much 
advance notice as possible. 

Official notifications from 
PGCPS are issued through its 
website, email, text, phone bul- 
letin board, local media and so- 
cial media (including Facebook, 
Twitter and Instagram). While 
all official PGCPS communica- 
tions channels are created equal,

some may be faster than others. 
A social media post with critical 
information might be available 
sooner than a website update 
or email and text message. But 
due to volume, PGCPS cannot 
respond to weather-related direct 
messages on social media. 

It is long-standing practice for 
schools to remain open as long as 
roads are safe, open and passable, 
and predicted to remain so. In the 
event of inclement weather, the 
decision to open or close schools 
will be made before 5:30 a.m. on 
the day in question and commu- 
nicated as soon as possible to the 
media, parents and staff. 

New this year: Weather no- 
tifications will be released by 
way of CEO Dr. Monica Gold- 
son’s Twitter account. Follow 
@MonicaCEO.

Colorful Temporary Classrooms 
Brighten the Roosevelt Campus

A startling change has taken 
place among the temporary class- 
rooms behind Eleanor Roos- 
evelt High School (ERHS). These 
buildings (also called temps) have 
undergone a facelift in the form 
of colorful paint, totally changing 
the atmosphere. Students have 
remarked that it 1s a marked im- 
provement over the boring beige 
they had become accustomed to 
over the years. 

Teacher Patrick Gleason took 
charge of the project over the 
summer, organizing efforts to 
paint the temps bright colors to 
bring a little life to the place. 
Gleason credits alumna Jasmine 
Sesay with the idea for the proj- 
ect, recalling how she told him: 
“T think we should paint the 
houses different colors; having 
different colored houses would 
make people happier.” 

“We did the Raider Nation 
mural by the field, the summer 
of 2018,” said Gleason. “We did 
all the straight color temps this 
past summer, starting in August, 
over three or four weekends, one 
or two weekends in September 
and one in October. We’ve done 
the four class colors, and three 
in blue.” 

A generous donation by the 
Michael D. Maxwell, Jr. Founda- 
tion made the project possible. 
This charitable organization was 
named after an ERHS graduate 
who took his own life in 2016. 
“I knew Michael. He was my

The guidelines establish optimal 
practices in a number of program 
components: identification of stu- 
dents, curriculum and instruction, 
professionally qualified teachers 
and professional development, 
and program management and 
evaluation.

GS has a combination of four 
city-managed streets, inner streets 
and alleyways, which are super- 
vised by the GS Homeowner’s 
Association (HOA). Response to 
illegal parking is divided between 
the city and HOA. The possibility 
of implementing a parking permit 
system was made by both council 
and residents. Hruby remarked 
on the high cost and resources 
required for such an approach 
by the city. She said that greater 
use of reverse angle parking is 
favored as a means of increasing 
spaces throughout GS. 

Council broached the idea of 
offering GS residents the chance 
of renting parking spaces at the 
Verde Apartments garage, as the 
garage now 1s under-utilized. 
Hruby responded that their HOA 
was “not interested in exploring” 
this possibility at this time. 

Mayor Colin Byrd was en- 
couraged that there was not a 
huge concern about public safety 
from the GS residents. Greenbelt 
Police Captain Mark Sagan was 
on hand to answer questions. The 
major problems discussed includ- 
ed more effective enforcement 
of dog waste management and 
leash laws and thefts, especially 
of packages, cars and equip- 
ment from construction sites. 
Council made suggestions about 
safer package delivery options to 
places like Safeway and FedEx. 
Byrd said these were practical 
ideas, but no substitute for actu- 
ally solving the problems.

He reminded the audience that 
council had recently passed a 
MOU concerning the residents’ 
ability to provide police with 
safety camera footage in order to 
better solve crimes. 

Byrd said that council is now 
working with the office of U.S. 
Senator Ben Cardin to address 
the hurdles hindering effective 
postal deliveries throughout the 
city. 

Acting Recreation Director 
Greg Varda laid out the new- 
est developments in recreation. 
A survey was sent out to all 
GS residents to ascertain their 
primary goals. The results includ- 
ed a community building, an ex- 
ercise amenity and a continuation 
of the outdoor events presented 
last fall, like the movie and con- 
certs. Varda is focused on provid- 
ing better outreach and service to 
GS and has been working closely 
with GS HOA Activities Com- 
mittee member Kristen Weaver. 
He indicated that the Recreation 
Department’s resources would be 
available for acceptable programs 
that GS would like to pursue. 
Although GS has access to all 
Greenbelt amenities, residents 
were keen on having programs 
and facilities of their own. 

Hruby ended the meeting with 
an update on the trail that would 
connect GS with the Greenbelt 
Metro station, a key feature in 
the development of GS. Hruby 
said there has been “six months 
of behind-the-scenes planning and 
permitting.” She expects ground 
breaking to begin in winter 2020 
and last 18 months.

during a Thanksgiving holiday to Melbourne, Australia 
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amenities are proposed, including 
a dog park/spa, community gar- 
dens, tot lot play area, bike racks 
and a future Capital Bikeshare 
station. 

NRP is based in Cleveland, 
Ohio, and has accomplished more 
than 300 projects over 25 years. 
It handles all aspects internally 
including property development, 
construction and management. 
Currently, it has three on-going 
projects at Prince George’s Coun- 
ty Metro stations, one of which 
is now under construction. Ac- 
cording to Wooldridge, the goal 
of Greenbelt Metro is to “deliver 
the first transit-oriented develop- 
ment,” as well as the “highest 
quality urban design” residential 
units to Capital Office Park. 

The DSP makes several pro- 
posals concerning vehicles and 
parking. Regarding parking, it 
stipulates: 454 spaces behind the 
multifamily buildings, including 
36 individual garage units, and 
80 interior and 36 exterior bi- 
cycle spaces. Six electric vehicle 
charging stations are planned, as 
well as charging capacity in the 
garages. With the bike amenities, 
including bike lanes and repair, 
as well as a new bus shelter, 
NRP anticipates a 78 percent re- 
duction in auto trips. 

The architecture of the devel- 
opment would feature curated 
corner elements and building 
facades using sustainable material 
like brick masonry, metal, glass 
and fiber cement siding and pan- 
els. Also, the streetscape would 
be improved with landscaping 
and a sidewalk, especially along 
Cherrywood Lane, 1n accordance 
with the city’s Complete and 
Green Streets policy. 

Regarding sustainability, 36 


percent of the area, which is 
wetlands, would be preserved, 
along with the existing floodplain 
elevation. An additional pond 
is planned to handle a 100-year 
storm event. Thirty Environment 
Site Design rain gardens are also 
proposed to reduce storm water 
runoff to Indian Creek. 

City staff shared the find- 
ings of a report by consultant 
Greenman-Pederson, Inc. (GPI), 
enlisted as part of city staffs on- 
going right-of-way permit review. 
It recommended three turning 
lane extensions on Cherrywood 
and a traffic circle. Although 
Hruby and Tedesco felt a circle 
was not warranted based on a 
Prince George’s County traffic 
impact study, Councilmembers 
Judith Davis and Edward Putens 
remarked that traffic circles often 
save lives. Tedesco asserted that 
NRP would respond point by 
point to GPI. 

Howerton said that GreenAC- 
ES was generally positive about 
the project, but stressed more 
environmental stewardship. Da- 
vis expressed concern over what 
she saw as the expensive rental 
range of the units, emphasizing 
the need for affordable housing 
in the area. Wooldridge responded 
that the multifamily aspect of 
Greenbelt Metro would allow 
each bedroom to be financially 
assessed on an individual basis, 
thus mitigating the total income 
requirement for each unit. 

Resident Bill Orleans said that 
the development is a bad plan 
and should be rejected by the 
council, as it violates Greenbelt’s 
original mandate to be a planned 
community. Councilmember Rod- 
ney Roberts remarked on the high 
cost of providing services for

these future residents and said 
recreational use of the land would 
be preferable. 

NRP met earlier with APB on 
December 4 to discuss parking, 
vehicular circulation and space 
usage by residents. APB advised 
council that it would support the 
DSP with the following recom- 
mendations: removal of eight 
parking spaces on the Ivy Lane 
extension entrance to allow for 
a more welcoming plaza; more 
reverse angle parking on the Ivy 
Lane extension; and a pedestrian 
connection between the two main 
building entrances. 

The DSP will go before the 
Prince George’s County Planning 
Board in January along with rec- 
ommendations from the city.

introduced, but not voted on. 
Law Enforcement 

A Police Department repre- 
sentative was also present and 
recommended to the council that 
they extend an existing contract 
with Axon Enterprise, Inc., which 
provides body cameras, digital 
evidence management and Taser 
weapons. The recommended ex- 
tension would be five more years. 
The contract will upgrade tech- 
nology, provide training, increase 
the number of body cameras and 
provide a training system for de- 
escalation and advanced mental 
health scenarios. 

“The combination of the latest 
technology weapons and training 
will best prepare our officers to 
resolve difficult and high-stress 
situations in the safest manner 
possible.” The total five-year cost 
of the contract will be $390,647, 
which is an increase from current 
spending. 

Council approved the recom- 
mendation unanimously, but not 
without discussion of the poten- 
tial dangers of cameras and the 
lack of dashboard cameras in the 
contract. 

The Police Department also 
recommended that council ap- 
prove a memorandum of under- 
standing (MOU) with Ring, Inc., 
an application that allows people 
to share crime and security infor- 
mation and interact with others in 
their community. City staff rec- 
ommended that council approve 
the MOU. 

“This could greatly assist our 
detectives in solving open cases,” 
the police department said. 

“T am really happy that you’re 
doing this,” said Councilmem- 
ber Judith Davis, noting that 
the MOU would maintain users’ 
privacy. 

“They have to go through the 
company, and then the company 
will ask if the person wants to 
help,” Davis said. “The police 
will not know where the devices 
are located, the police will not 
know the names of the neighbors 
that have a device. I think that’s 
great... it’s going to be kept very 
private.” 

Greenbelt resident Bill Orleans 
expressed he still had privacy 
concerns about the MOU, and 
noted that the American Civil 
Liberties Union has expressed 
concerns over the devices. 

“Maybe we’ll someday have a 
chief of police and a hierarchy in 
the police department that is not 
as friendly to civil liberties as 
we have currently,” Orleans said. 
“And who is to say that there 
might not be the opportunity to 
take advantage of that which 
Ring records, whether or not the 
owner of the device on the door 
gives his or her consent.” 

Still, the motion passed unani- 
mously, though Councilmember 
Silke Pope and Putens were not

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present for the vote. 
Opioid Lawsuit 

Mayor Colin Byrd requested 
that a motion for the city to 
participate in an opioid-related 
lawsuit be included on the eve- 
ning’s agenda. The motion would 
include gaining legal counsel to 
represent the city “in opioid-relat- 
ed litigation.” The city would join 
nearby municipalities including 
Laurel, Upper Marlboro, Cottage 
City, Forest Heights and North 
Brentwood in doing so. 

Pope raised concerns over the 
financial risk of the lawsuit, but 
Davis countered those concerns. 

“Basically, if the lawsuit loses, 
there is no cost because that’s 
part of the deal,” Davis said. “If 
we win, then all of the expenses 
would be taken out of whatever 
recovery money there is.” 

She added that she wasn’t 
concerned over whether they 
didn’t gain any money from it, 
but more so about making a 
statement toward the companies 
being sued in the lawsuit. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts, however, said it was im- 
portant they got money from the 
lawsuit, so they could use it to 
combat problems that the opioid 
crisis has created. 

The motion passed unanimous- 
ly. 

“Thank you, colleagues, thank 
you everybody,” Byrd said. 

BEP Proposal 

Council also discussed the 
public meeting held by the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing 
(BEP) earlier this month as part 
of its steps in preparing an Envi- 
ronmental Impact Statement (EIS) 
for its proposal to move one of 
its production facilities from D.C. 
to the Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center. 

Director of Planning & Com- 
munity Development Terri Hruby 
brought up a discussion on why 
there are only two options — 
build or no build — being con- 
sidered in the EIS, as well as 
why earlier sites that were under 
consideration for the facility no 
longer are. 

The EIS is expected to be 
published in fall 2020, followed 
by a 45-day public comment pe- 
riod and hearing. 

“T appreciate the two com- 
ments that you suggested,” Davis 
said. “But I think we could also 
have comments that were brought 
to us by folks when we had this 
on an earlier agenda.” 

Those comments include 
concerns about traffic, wildlife, 
wastewater treatment and its im- 
pact on a nearby creek, always- 
on security lights, among others. 

Roberts urged council to 
oppose the development and 
brought up a further concern. 

“I’m concerned about what 
happened at the (public meet- 
ing),” said Roberts, noting that

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comments were not taken at the 
session in the auditorium, and 
that comments taken beforehand 
in display rooms were met with 
conflicting answers. 

“No one was allowed to 
speak, no one was allowed to get 
answers to their questions,” Rob- 
erts said, suggesting that council 
send a letter to urge the BEP to 
extend the public comment pe- 
riod, which expired on Sunday, 
December 15. 

Council approved Roberts’ 
motion to add that suggestion to 
the letter, as well as the motion 
to send that letter with concerns. 

Also announced at the meeting 
was that council held a closed 
meeting on Wednesday, October 
30 about the employment of ap- 
pointees, employees and officials 
over which council has jurisdic- 
tion and to discuss pending legal 
matters with legal counsel. All 
members voted to keep the meet- 
ing closed, except for Pope, who 
was not present, and Roberts, 
who voted for the meeting to be 
open. 

Council meetings are gener- 
ally open to the public. For more 
information about the timing of 
these meetings go to greenbeltmd. 
gov.
